[PAVED TOLL ROAD MAY RUN 
THROUGH MACLEOD 


Calgary, Alta., Jan. 19.—Written 
application to the provincial legisla- 
ture for permission to construct a 
|paved toll highway from Calgary to 
/Edmonton, Calgary to Banff, and 
from Coutts to Calgary, will be for-, 
warded to Edmonton in the Friday 
afternoon mail, according to an 
announcement made by H. W. Lun- 
ney, counsel for Alberta Trackways, 
Ltd., a newly formed Calgary Com- 
pany, who are sponsoring the build- 
ing of the proposed highways. 

Mr. Lunney said that the applica- 
tion should be received in good order 
by government officials Saturday 
morning. Enclosed with the applica- 
tion Ts a full description of the pro- 
posed route of the three highways. 

The proposed highway from Ed- 
monton to Calgary will commence at 
the southern boundary of the city of 
Edmonton and will continue south to 
Calgary over a private right-of-way 
already secured by the company if 
the necessary charter is granted. 
The road will run south to Wetaski- 
win, west of the government high- 
way, to the northern boundary of 
the city of Red Deer. The new road 
will run straight through the heart 
of Red Deer, and from the southern 
boundary of this city it will run 
south, skirting the towns of Innis- 
fail, Olds, Didsbury, Carstairs 
Crossfield, Airdrie, to the northern 
boundary of Calgary.
